The long and short of it is, 
the Chief of Police will not hereafter 
get so much per day per prisoner, but 
the'food will be purchased by the city 
on tb,e plan of the lowest bidder. 


Proposals will be advertised .for 


furnishing the city with certain horse 
feed for the year—the horses of the 
fire department requiring something 
to eat as we go along. A suggestive 
feature of the proposals was the 
naming of Oregon oats. What is 
there about Oregon oats, that com- 
pels Califoruians to go out of their 
own boasted State for horse feed? 


Does Oregon oats tend to make the 


animals web-footed, that they may 
be better enabled to fly over our 


iu Oregon, that oats from there con- 
tain more moisture and consequent- 
ly better adapted to put out fires? 
Were this the case, we might disr 
peuse with the engines—simply at- 
tach the hose to the horse. Bub the 
subject is too deep for our compre- 
hension.

The Finance Committee have pow- 


er to act with respect to the disposi- 
tion of the bonds providing for the 
payment of Wetherbee. 


In regard to the Creek business, it 


was finally decided to erect two posts 
on the marsh, in range with the cen- 
ter line of the channel at the mouth 
of the creek. The City Marshal will 
do this, and save the little corner in 
piles for another time. Why not let 
the Gas Company erect a couple of 
lampposts? 


Councilman Everson introduced
